Ford pointed out that several 
large industrial and commercial 
establishments were located in the 
area and that these would remain 
under any circumstances because 
of the amount of investment in 


them. 
Estimates of Cost. 

He said the plan commission 
was also asked to prepare esti- 
mates of cost of acquiring the 
properties in the area and prepar- 
ing the area for housing develop- 
ment. The slum clearance pro- 
gram provides for acquisition of 
the land and preparing it for sale 
or lease to private builders who 
would have to construct housing 
facilities in accordance with plans 
developed for the area. The pur- 
chase and clearance would be 
done by the city with the proceeds 
of a special bond issue which will 
be proposed: 

Because of the amount of pre- 
liminary work to be done, Ford 
expressed doubt as to whether the 
bond issue proposition could be 
prepared in time to place before 
the voters at the August primary 
election. If not, it will be placed 
before them at the general elec- 
tion in November, he said. 

He also expressed it as his per- 
sonal opinion that more than 
$10,000,000, a figure previously sug- 
gested, would be needed for the 
project. 

“Even if $15,000,000 is required, 
I don’t believe that is too great 
a price to pay for rehabilitation 
of the large central section of the 
city,” he said. “When one con- 
siders that $4,150,000 was made 
available for parks and play- 
grounds under the last bond issue, 
I don’t think that $15,000,000 will 
be much out of line, considering 
the much greater scope of this 
program. The bond issue proposal 
should he flexible so that some 
money can be made available for 
additional locations if all is not

Carter found that the board's 
arrangement with the Interfaith 
Committee, which supervises the 
program, was in conflict with the 
rule laid down by the United 
States Supreme Court last Mon- 
day in the Vashti McCollum case, 
The court held that a religious 
inatruction program in the Cham. 
paign (111.) schoola violated con- 
stitutional provisions separating 
church and state, 


Reviewing details of the relig- 
ious instruction program, Carter 
in his opinion pointed out that 
“if a pupil is reported as absent 
from attendance at religious in- 
struction his absence will be re- 
ported in the same manner As if 
he were absent at school for secu- 
lar instruction.” 

Dr. C. Oscar Johnson, president 
of the board and pastor of Third 
Baptist Church, who had an- 
nounced last Tuesday that relig- 
ious instruction would continue 
unless sepeetfic objection were 
raised, said today the Carter rul- 
ing “may prove a blessing in dis- 
guise.” 

“IT cannot anticipate, of course, 
what action the board will take,” 
Dr, Johnson said. “If, however, 
school participation is to cease, 
the result may be that the home 
and the church will have thrown 
back on them a_ responsibility 
which they may have been neg- 
lecting.

Wheat futures 
closed 4% to 6% cents a bushel 
higher on the Board of Trade. 
Corn jumped 5 to 7% cents and 
oats were up 1% to 3 cents a 
bushel. Cotton futures at New 
York closed $2 to $2.25 a bale 
higher. 

May wheat closed at Chicago at 
$2.40 to $2.40% a bushel, May corn 
at $2.18 to $2,18%, and May oats 
at $112%@%. Prices,are far be- 
low their February highs. 

The Production Marketing Ad- 
ministration said Government buy- 
ing of wheat would be resumed to- 
day, but strictly on a trial basis. 
It said the Government would buy 
_ 1,000,000 bushels of wheat a 

ay for export. The Government 
needs only 8,600,000 bushels to fill 
April commitments; but is expect- 
ed to continue buying for May. 

The PMA issued a stern warn- 
Ing to grain traders, however, that 
purchases would be suspended if 
Agriculture Department experts 
believe Government buying is 
pushing prices out of line.

A $44,000,000 fund for aiding 
exports of surplus farm products 
was tacked on the $5,300,000,000 
bill today after a long argument.

He said 
also it would increase the total 
of the bill by $44,000,000 for this 
ear.

PRAGUE, March 13 (AP)—Sol- 
emn funeral services were held 
today for Czech Foreign Minister 
‘Jan Masaryk. 

President vard Benes, mak- 
ing his first public appearance 
since the Government crisis be- 
gan Feb. 21, wept at his bier, 

In the vaulted pantheon of the 
National Museum, draped in black, 
Communist Premier Klement 
Gottwald made the malin funeral 
oration, berating the critics of 
Masaryk in the West and indi- 
rectly accusing them of his death. 

Czechs of high and low estate 


jammed shoulder to shoulder in 
overcast and wind-whipped Wen- 
ceslaus Square to hear by loud- 
\speaker the main ceremonies in 
the pantheon. Other thofisands 
packed the streets for blocks 
around. Yesterday more than 
250,000 persons had filed past Ma- 
saryk’s bierr 

The frail, ailing President, who 
‘helped Masaryk’s father mold 
this republic, dried his eyes as a 
_ eulogy by a Government official 
recalled episodes of Jan Masar- 
yk's life. 


Weeps at Song. 

The President stood with head 
bowed into the fur collar of his 
overcoat. He seemed to be trying 
to maintain his composure. 

Then the lights vent down and 
a childreri’s choir sang the favor- 
‘ite folk song of Czechoslovakia’s 
first President, Thomas G. Masar- 
yk. Benes broke into tears. He 
mopped his face and mouth with 
@ handkerchief, and rubbed his 
eyes with his fingers. 

_ The song that brought tears 
‘welling to the President’s eyes was 
“Plough Your Land, My Son.” It 
was sung at the funeral of Thom- 
as G. Masaryk in 1937. 

Benes talked for an hour with 
Jan Masaryk Tuesday night. The 
next morning Masaryk’s body was 
found below a window. of Czer- 
‘min Palace, the Foreign Ministry 
office. The Communists, who 
seized power two weeks ago, said 
‘Masaryk committed suicide. 

Benes reached the Pantheon of 
the National Museum at 2 p.m. 
(7 a.m., St. Louis time), and a few 
seconds later the funeral began. 

Gottwald’s Oration. 

Gottwald, in his funeral! oration, 
asserted: “I-can prove that Jan 
Masaryk clearly and without com- 
promise agreed with the action 
program of the new Government 
and already started +o fulfill this 
program within his sphere of in- 
fluence. 

“TI can prove that Masaryk, who 
decided to go with the people, 
when he stood on the crossroads 
of our nation’s fate, meant what 
he said.” 

Hundreds of thousands of per- 
sons were gathered for the state 
and military rites arranged by the 
Communist Government. From 
early morning they trudged .to- 
ward the National Museum — 
clerks, shopkeepers, merchants, 
laborers and peasants from the 
country. 

They bought out the flowershops 
for blossoms to throw at the cais- 
son bearing k’s body to the 
museum from the Foreign Office. 
They piled wreaths at the’ bier. 
They snapped up themorial photo- 
graphs and memorial stamps. 

A Woman’s Comment. 


“Look at them,” said one woman 
in the crowd, pointing to the Com- 
munists. “They do not even have 
enough devency to stay at home, 
those hypocrites. They have come 
to sneer at their victims.” 

Gottwald told the mourners the 
crisis in Czechoslovakia was en- 
gineered by the West. 

“I can prove it myself-that from 
tke first days of the Government 
crisis, Jan Magaryk distinctly kept 
away from those who plotted this 
crisis,” he declared. 

Then he _ indirectly blamed 
Masaryk’s friends in the West for 
ee Foreign Minister's death, say- 

ng: 

“Whoever knew the character 
of Jan Masaryk knew how sensi- 
tive he was toward persona) at- 
tacks; they must understand how 
qifficult it would be for Jan 
Masaryk to get this’ concentrated 
attack on his deepest feelings and 
his nerves. 

“To this comes his illness, and 
taking together these facts, we 
get: the circumstances that drove 
him to his tragic end.” 

_ The Communist leader referred 
to Masaryk by an affectionate 
nickname, “Honza.” 

“We who are staying have tak- 
en a lesson from your ‘bequest 
that one should always go with 
the people,” Gottwald said. “And 
we, dear Honza, shall always be 
with the people and go forward 
with the people. This is our 
promise to you.” 

Benes kept his head bowed 
while Gottwald spoke. When the

CHICAGO, March 13 (UP)—Big 
meat packers began preparations 
today for a nation-wide packing 
house strike which would shut 
down about one third of the in- 
dustry. 

Packers cut down on their live- 
stock purchases and planned to 
complete slaughtering operations 
by tonight. Many of the big corn- 
belt stockyards notified farmers 
not to ship animals to market 
unless they contact the buyers 
first. The strike is scheduled to 
begin at 12:01 a.m., Tuesday. 

It would involve 100,000 mem- 
bers of the CIO United Packing 
House Workers at about 100 meat 
industry plants across the nation. 

(The pmnt of Armour & Co, at 
Granite City is the only one in the 
St. Louis area that would be af- 
fected. Other employ AFL mem- 
bers.) 

The union has asked for a 29- 
cent-an-hour pay increase, but in- 
dicated it would settle for a boost 
of 19 cents. The packers have of- 
fered to increase wages 9 cents 
an hour.

The Washington University 
chapter of Young Progressive 
Citizens of America was denied 
recognition by the student Senate 
at a heated meeting yesterday as 
a result of unsupported charges 
that the organization is Commu- 
nist-dominated. 

Vote on the question, over-rid- 
ing a unanimous report of a spe- 
cial Senate committee, was 36 
to 16, with two members of the 

‘ governing body abstaining and 
‘two absent. The Senate’s action 
prohibits the organization from 
meeting or posting notices on the 


campus, and from using the name | 


Washington University. 

Representatives of fraternities 
and sororities voted almost unani- 
mously against Y.P.C.A. An 
anonymous letter, copies of which 
were sent to all fraternities and 
sororities several days ago, im 
plied that Y.P.C.A. was planning 
to abolish those groups. 

Discussion was opened by Joe 
E. Hayes Jr., chairman of the 
committee which had been ap- 
pointed by the Senate to review 
the question after students had 
objected to a previous Senate 
vote in favor of recognition. 

No Proof of Red Charge Found. 

Hayes reported that the com- 
mittee had been unable to find 
any evidence to back up the 
charge that the Y.P.C.A. group 
was “subversive,” and said that, 
jn the committee’s opinion, the 
charge was “not subject to proof.” 
A second bvbjection which. had 
been raised to Y.P.C.A. was that 
the political views of the mem- 
bers of the organization differed 
from those of their opponents, he 
said. Coramenting that the fact 
undoubtedly was true, he said the 
committee felt that it was not a 
valid reason to withhold recogni- 
ticn. 

Oaly one delegate spoke posi- 
tively against recognition, and he 
was ruled out of order when he 
refused to document a statement 
he made implying Communist- 
front affiliations to Y.P.C.A, mém- 
bers. He was Don Zahner, repre- 
sentative of Kappa Alpha frater- 
nity, who said he had seen a list 
of members of a defunct Commu- 
nist-sponsored group and that it 
was almost exactly the same as 
the membership list of Y,P.C.A. 

A murmer of protest ran through 
the meeting at Zahner’s statement 
and members of Y.P.C.A. in the 
audience shouted a challenge to 
him to prove it. Under question- 
ing by the Senate chairman, Ear! 
Harbison, Zahner said he had been 
given the information in confi- 
dence and would not reveal his 
source. Harbison ruled him out 
of order, 

Undocumented Charge No, 2. 

Zahner also said he had over- 
heard two Y.P.C.A, members— 
whom he did not name—say that 
the aim of the organization was 
to capture control of the Senate 
and then throw fraternities and 
sororities off the campus. This 
statement met with derisive laugh- 
ter from the Y.P.C.A. members 
present. 

Otber opponents of recognition 
‘confined their opposition to the 
asking of questions, which they 
directed to Hayes. He declined 
to attempt to answer most of 
them, saying they were outside 
the purview of the committee.

Y.P.C.A. co-chairman, Norman 
Friedman, 5634 Minerva avenue, a 


Leah Whitley of Smithfield, N.C., 
a liberal arts junior. 

One man asked why Y.P.C.A. 
members didn't join “one of the 
regular political parties” if they 
wanted to be a political group.. 
Friedman replied that they did 
not want to be bound by the views 
of any party, but were interested 
ini discussion of both sides of an 
issue. When another speaker 
asked whether the purpose of the 
group was not “political acitation,” 
Friedman said he would call it 
“political education.” 

The question of the relation of 
the local group to other units of 
the P.C.A. organization was dis- 
cussed. Miss Whitley said it was 
the youth branch of ‘the national 
organization, that it had no con- 
nection whatever with the ‘St. 
Louls chapter of P.C.A. ‘and that 
it was autonomous in all matters 
of policy. 

Asked how often members of the 
organization met wtih the execu- 
tive committee of the St. Louis 
P.C.A.. Friedman said he had not 
been there for several months, and 
Miss Whitley said she never had 
eitended such a meeting. She add- 
ed that there was neither policy 
nor record on the matter and sug¢- 
gested that the membership be 
polled if an answer was wanted. 

Plea for “Education” Fails, 

In an final appeal for recogni- 
tion of the group, Hayes, who is 
p senior in chemistry and the rep- 
resentative of the University 
Chorus, said the main functions of 
the group “seem to be education, 
through open forum and discus- 
gion—I think we can use that on 
the pus.” He added that he 
and the other four members of the 
committee were in sharp disagree- 
ment with the poiltical views of 
most Y.P.C.A. members. 

The ; motion for recognition 
which met defeat was made by 
Miss Jerry Heyne, editor of Stu- 
dent Life, campus newspaper. The 
paper has campaigned vigorously 
wt recognition on a “free speech” 


The Y.P.C.A, issue has aroused 
great interest on the campus. 
Y.P.C.A. previously was granted 
recognition by a 20-19 vote last De- 
cember,.

WASHINGTON, March 13 (AP) 
—A fight shaped up in the House 
today on a plan to give local 
boards full power to increase rents 


The House Banking Committee 


authority over rents and transfer 
the decision-making power to lo- 
cal boards appointed by state gov- 
ernors, 

After writing this provision in 
the Senate-approved rent bill, the 
committee approved the measure 
13 to 3. The bill would continue 
the modified controls until March 
31, 1949. 

The House will debate it Mon- 
day, with a showdown vote due 
Tuesday. 

Representative Monroney 
(Dem.), Olkahoma, questioned the 
constitutionality of the proposal 
to confer virtually unlimited pow- 
ers on local boards. He added that 
the amendment would “knock an 
awful hole in effective rent con- 
trol.” 

He said he would ask the House 
to restore the Senate provision 
continuing the. federal rent ad- 
ministrator’s powers to decide 
whether local boards are justified 
in asking rent increases or de- 
control of an area. 

Here are the other provisions 


of the bill approved by the House 
committee: 

1. Rents could be increased 15 
per cent where tenants and land- 
lords agreed on a lease running 
through 1949. -However, tenants 
who agreed to a 15 per cent 
increase last year—under the 
present law—vcould -not be 
charged another increase during 
the life of the new law. 

2. For those tenants who have 
agreed to a 15 per cent increase 
in return for leases running 
through 1948 rents would be 
“frozen” from Jan, 1, 1949, to 
the end of March 1949. Then 
rent control would end for them, 

3.. Generally speaking, there 
could be no increase befare 
March 31, 1949, unless tenants 
consented or unless the local. 
rent boards decide to grant such 
an increase or approved decon- 
trol of the area entirely. The 
House bill follows the Senate 
measure rather closely in the 
procedures for “voluntary” 
agreements between ,landlords 
and tenants. 

4. The House committee bill 
specifically directs the federal 
administrator to give relief to 
landlords who can prove they 
are suffering hardships. The 
Senate measure would require 
rent increases where landlords 
could show they are losing.

Progress in Europe 


The shades of Charlemagne, Henry IV of 
France, Sully, Victor Hugo and Aristide Briand 
must have looked on approvingly as Britain, 
France, Belgium, The Netherlands and Luxem- 
bourg cdmpleted the draft of a 50-year treaty 
of economic, political and military union. This 
treaty will not create. the united Europe of 
which statesmen have dreamed, but it is a major 
step in that direction. 

The treaty reportedly contains a clause per- 
mitting other European nations to join the alli- 


ance. If they are wise, the other nations free to. 


do so will come in. They will have opportunity 
to discuss the question when they meet in Paris 
Monday for the second conference on the Euro- 
pean Recovery Program. 

Free people everywhere applaud these steps 


toward the unification of Western Europe. The 


Soviet Government newspaper Izvestia and 
Radio Moscow attack the treaty, of course, and— 
from their point of view—-with good cause. The 


pact, they say, “is fraught with dangerous con- 


sequences to peace.” But it is dangerous to 
peace only if Communist imperialism insists on 
sweeping westward in face of the protective 
alliance. 

The Soviet propagandists see in the movement 
for Western European union the hand of the 
United States. In this, too, they are right. 
They are wrongonly in impugning our motives. 
In his great speech in the Senate, Mr. Vanden- 


- berg said of the September meeting of the 


Marshall plan nations: 

It was a historic moment. Some day a 
United States of Europe may look back upon 
it as we do the Annapolis Conference which 
preceded the Constitutional Convention at 
Philadelphia. 

, Senator Vandenberg opposed Senator Ful- 
bright’s efforts to place Congress on record as 
favoring the creation of a United States of 
Europe, and has at last persuaded him to with- 
draw the amendment which he had offered to 
Never- 
theless, there has never been any doubt that 
Senator Vandenberg and other Senate leaders of 


both parties see the Marshall plan as a major 


step in the promotion of European unity. 

In his discussion with Senator Fulbright, Mr. 
Vandenberg said,’ “It is practically the universal 
opinion that the consolidation of the Western 
European countries along the line of. which the 
Senator (Fulbright) is speaking is the pattern of 
realistic hope.” He opposed the Fulbright reso- 
lution only because, in his opinion, the explicit. 
statement of such a political purpose . would 
prompt three or four nations most closely threat- 
ened by Soviet military power to withdraw from 
the Marshall plan. 

The outlying British Commonwealths—South 
Africa, Canada, Australia .and New Zealand— 
have shown as much interest as has the United 
States in the movement for European union. 
Their reason is doubtless the same—they want 
Western Europe to unite to preserve itself in 
peace, prosperity and happiness. 

The drafting of the Five-Power treaty and 
the agreement to unshackle the industries of the 
Ruhr under a scheme of international control 
have come about as immediately as they have 
in reply to Russia’s conquest of Czechoslovakia 
and its intimidation of Finland. Additional 
moves needed to consolidate and strengthen Free 
Europe should not wait upon further acts of 
aggression from the Kremlin. The West should 
seize and keep the initiative. 
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Teachers Could Be People, Too 


It is nice to see that the school board of At- 
lanta, Ga.,. has decided teachers will be allowed

. Sins against teachers by decreeing that teachers 


shall be allowed to be human beings. 


The theory behind the many proscriptions on 
public school teachers’ conduct is all very well. 
It is that the teacher should set a good example 
for the student. In practice, the example is 
something else entirely. What the harassed, 
bullied teacher teaches the students by his ex- 
ample is that anyone weak enough to let other 
people push him around and determine the most 
intimate details of his private life will not lead 
an altogether happy one. And if that isn’t a 
bad example, we will engage to eat it, raw. 


As for teachers who naturally conform to the 
typical school board’s notion of a teacher, they 
are, fortunately, rare, and we do not believe they 
are likely to set students any example, good, 
bad, or indifferent.

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Help or Hindrance? 


One of the most fateful elections in the mod- 
ern history of Western Europe will be held in 
Italy, April 18. It will decide whether that 
country will have a Communist-dominated Gov- 
ernment or whether it will remain in the orbit 
of the West. Under the circumstances, every 
legitimate weapon should be used to defeat Ital- 
ian Communists at the polls. Is it legitimate, 
however, for the Catholic Church to throw itself 
into the campaign, and will such interference 
advance or impéde the anti-Communist cause? 


Cardinal Schuster of Milan, where Commu- 
nism is strong, ordered priests in his diocese to 
refuse absolution to Communists. This is a 
severe penalty. It means that thousands of 
Milanese Italians, who are Catholics as well as 
Communists, will be unable to go to confession 
for forgiveness of their sins. It is a step just 
short of the dreaded final verdict of excommu- 
nication. Might not this cause resentment among 
Italians generally? *Cardinal Schuster also de- 
creed that a vote for Communists was ‘gravely 
illicit for the faithful.” In other words, he or- 
dered Catholics not to vote for Communist can- 
didates under pain of sin. 

Shortly afterward, the sacred Consistorial Con- 
gregation of the Church informed Catholics not 
only in Italy, but throughout the world, that they 
may vote only for candidates who will “respect 
and defend the rights of the church.” This 
sweeping order, if taken literally by American 
Catholics, might cause great perplexity, con- 
fusion and discontent. Many American Cath- 
olics,may want to vote for Henry Wallace, but 
might feel they cannot do so because he is 
friendly to Communism and has Communist 
support. 

The Vatican’s paper, Osservatore Romano, ‘has 
backed Cardinal Schuster’s stand, and orders 
from other high churchmen have gone even fur- 
ther. The Bishop of Como has not only pro- 
scribed the Communist party, but other parties 
of the left as well. On top of all this, the Pope, 
in his annual Lenten address, while asserting 
that he speaks on theological instead of polit- 
ical grounds, has warned Catholics to vote 
against the Communist party, and has even de- 


nounced as a sin failure to go to the polls be- 


cause of “indolence or cowardice.” 

These tactics of the Church have brought 
strong repercussions in Italy. They have been 
denounced as an unwarranted interference of 
the Church in politics and a violation of Italy's 
electoral laws. Moreover, it should be remem- 
bered that Italian Communists are not Russians 
but Italians; that perhaps 90 per cent of them 
are members of the Catholic Church; that they 
feel they have a right to their own political 


‘views as well as to their own reéligious views. 


Italian Catholics who belong to the Communist 
party insist that the two affiliations are con 
patible. 

While the Church argues that its open par- 
ticipation in the election against Communism 
is_a theological rather than a political matter, 
there are even many anti-Communist Italians 
who will regard that participation as an en- 
croachment by the Church in the political field. 


‘Therefore, it may be that, instead of advancing 


anti-Communism in the elections of April 18, 
the Church will do that cause harm. es 
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News Suppression by MacArthur 

Gen. MacArthur is wrong, in our opinion, in 
his order banning from the Army newspaper 
Stars and Stripes and from the Armed Forces 
Radio in Japan the news that anti-MacArthur 
veterans’ clubs are being organized in the United 
States to oppose his nomination for President. 

A general in uniform and in active service is 
at best on questionable ground when he becomes 
a candidate for political office. But having done 
this, Gen, MacArthur is in fairness bound to 
allow the news of how his candidacy is received 
to be as fully disseminated as is news affecting 
rival candidates. 

The occupation forces in Japan are citizens and 
voters and are entitled to the news. If Gen.

UNRRA was terminated, but the special 
needs of children and adolescents, of nurs- 
ing and pregnant mothers, were still recog- 
nized by the United Nations, which estab- 
lished the International Children’s Emer- 


gency Fund and the United Nations Appeal 
for Children, 


A plan was projected whereby the Chil- 
dren’s Fund would give aid to 20,000,000 
children for a full year, with food, clothing 
and medical care. To finance this program 
the governments of the United Nations 
were expected to contribute §$400,000,000, In 
two or three years it was thought that the 
gravest phase of the emergency would be 
over, and that the war-ravaged countries 


would be well on their way toward self- 
sufficiency again, 


But the governments provided only a 
bare dribble of funds. Something vital in 
human awareness had disappeared with 
UNRRA and less than one-tenth of the 
needed sfiim was collected after months of 
effort. A series of tragic choices had to be 
made. Only 4,000,000 children could be cared 
for out of the tens of millions who badly 
needed help. The one-year program had to 
be cut to six months, Clothing and medicine 
had to be virtually eliminated from the 
program. 


For a Better World 


The six-month lease on life for-a rela- 
tively small number of needy children in 
12 countries has already started. A small 
hard-working staff of the Children’s Fund 
is seeing to it that every pound of lard, 
horse meat, codliver oil and every ounce 
of powdered milk—the major supply item 
--go directly to children and infants. Su- 
pervised group feedings guarantee that 
none of the supply can enter black market 
channels, The United Nations Appeal for 
Children seeks to extend that six-month 
lease on life, and to reach more children— 
by asking individual men and women all 
over the world to fill in the gap left by 
their Government. 


At present it appears that national com- 
mittees of the United Nations Appeal for 
Children in at least 14 European countries 
wif participate in the campaign for funds. 
The Danes already have given great quan- 
tities of anti-tubercular serum. From the 
people of Norway have come codliver oil 
and offers of more. 


The children of Europe and Asia are liv- 
ing in a world of misery created by our 
generation, It is our responsibility that 
they shall have an opportunity to build a 
new world infinitely better than the one 
they know today.

On Sept. 30, 1947, the Southwestern Bell 
Telephone Co. filed petitions with state 
regulatory bodies in Missouri, Kansas, 
Oklahoma and Arkansas seeking general 
increases in telephone rates. 

Since then Bell attorneys have gone be- 
fore the various state boards and eloquent- 
ly presented a pitiful picture of the finan- 
cial plight of their company. Their stories 
have been most moving. 

But not until this week did the company 
make public the actual record of its finan- 
cial operations in 1947. With their appli- 
cations for rate increases still pending, Bell 
officials wtrove to make the report as dis- 
cauraging as possible, but even on their 
own figures, it is apparent that the tele- 
phone business in this part of the country 
is a very sound enterprise and in no sense 
in a financial crisis. 

Officials of the American Telephone and 
Telegraph Co, demonstrated their confi- 
dence in the venture-by putting $93,400,000 
into it during the year. 

They took $50,000,000 worth of Southwest- 
ern stock at par ($100 per share), and they 
increased their cash advances from $10,800,- 
000 to $54,200,000. 

Southwestern demonstrated 
confidence was justified by: 

Paying $12,700,000 in dividends at the 
rate of $5.75 per $100 share during the year.

Mark Twain would have enjoyed looking 
at the Rosskams’ pictures. What he'd say 
about the young pilot who thought pilot- 
ing the Mississippi not so hard as Mark 
Twain had made out—that is another mat- 
ter. In Mark Twain’s day the river chan- 
nels weren’t marked out with buoys and a 
pilot couldn’t talk from his bridge to his 
home office by radio-phone. ‘ 

. * * 

The Ohio river ran its own sweet—or 
sour—course, unaided by 46 sets of dams 
and locks. The young pilot might reply 
that it isn't easy to maneuver a long string 
of barges into a lock, either, and further- 
more, that Mark Twain never had to corn- 
tend with those blights of the modern river- 
man’s life—railroad bridges. 

Piloting is still a skilled profession, and 
when the river decides to change its mind 
or its route, even the buoys can be wrong. 
It’s as cold and wet and dirty as ever when 
a river hand has. to scramble ashore to tie 
half a load of barges to the trees while the 
pusher shoves a lighter load into a lock or 
up a stretch of swift water. 

Your modern river boat has women 
cooks and female chambermaids who work

“Towboat River” is primarily a picture- 
book, and a good one, But the Rosskams 
—-a husband-and-wife photographer-team-- 
after seve trips up and down the rivers 
(chiefly, apparently, the Ohio) on an in- 
dustrial-photography job for the Standard , 
Oil Co., returned with a speech-recording 
team, and made records of river speech and 
river memories. 

Out of those records they have woven 
the text of their book. It hasn't, of course, 
the flavor of Mark Twain’s book, or even 
of Captain Way’s “Log of the Ann” 
and “Pilotin’ Comes Natural” or Clark 
Firestone’s “Sycamore Shores.” Those 
books were written by ‘men with long river 
memories, and the Rosskams were river 
visitors, however long they stayed. Also 
they write of the river as it is today, when 
a man who worked on it before the dams 
were built, just after World War I, ia an 
old-timer. It's a different world and less 
picturesque. : ®

The parallel. with Greece is 
striking. Just a year ago, Presi- 
dent Truman went before Con- 
gress to appeal for aid to Greece 
and Turkey. His appeal was 
couched in much the same terms 
used today by proponents of aid 
to China. 

It was a three-alarm fire. Greece 
was essential to the United 
States. Greek democracy must be 
preserved at any cost—to us. 

Given the political situation in 
Washington, with an opposition 
Congress containing a hard core of 
old-time isoiationism, perhaps this 
approach was necessary. But the 
effect in Greece was most unfor- 
tunate. 


Expect No Gratitude. 


The politicians in Athens, who 
are as sharp as they come, under- 
stood how we had committed our- 
selves to them, in proclaiming 
that Greece was vital to Ameri- 
can security, The Government had 
attached no conditions to the aid 
to be given. 

Consequently, it has proved ex- 
tremely difficult to bring about 
any changes in the regime in 
Athens. After prolonged and pa- 
tient prodding by the American 
Aid Administrator, Dwight Gris- 
wold, the liberal leader Themistoc- 
les Sophoulis was accepted as Pre- 
mier.

a question. Some observers be- 
lieve Sophoulis is a prisoner of the 
Royalist party of Foreign Min- 
ister Constantin Tsaldaris. 

Today the Royalist party press 
attacks the United States in al- 
most the same language. used by 
the Communists—as imperialist in- 
truders, It is more or less spelled 
out that the United States needs 
Greece more than Greece needs 
us. No one should be surprised, 
since that’s what President Tru- 
man in effect told the Greeks a 
year ago. 


rf J Strings on Our Aid. 


Now, Greece is a small country 
in a key area. Its population is 
sémething more than 7,00,000. A 
mistake there was not irretriev- 
able. A great deal has been 
learned in the Greek experiment. 

China, however, is another mat- 
ter. Some 500,000,000 people, most 
of them living close to the sur- 
vival line, occupy the great ex- 
panse that is loosely called China. 
A mistake committing us irre- 
trievably to the present regime 
could have the most disastrous 
and far-reaching consequences. 

While no such comparison can 
be valid, there is some reason to 
believe the Chiang Kai-shek re- 
gime is more corrupt and has less 
popular support than the group 
in power in Athens a year ago. 
Conditions must be attached to 
any aid given to Chiang Kai-shek. 


Anti-Western Feeling. 


Reforms must at least be under- 
taken in good faith. Otherwise 
any United States aid will be 
thrown away. Not even in Na- 
tionalist China will it help to win 
the mass of the Chinese people. 
‘There are warning signs which 
must not be ignored. Some weeks 
ago, anti-British riots occurred in 
Nanking and other cities. The 
easy thing was to dismiss these 
as Communist-inspired. But the 
British knew that these demon- 
strations could not be lightly dis- 
misssed. They came out of deep 
resentment of foreign exploitation 
and doubt of a government that 
seemed to lean on foreign support. 

The question of what can be 
done for Nationalist China should 
not be -fought over in partisan 
politics. Of primary importance 
is the reconstruction of that area 
where American interests are im- 
mediately, directly and _ vitally 
concerned—Western Europe. Any- 
thing that diverts attention from 


But what this change really 
meant in the way of wider accep- 
tance by the Greek people is still

DENY CHARGES OF 


UNION “BUSTING 


They Tell ITU That 
Cldsed Shop, Other 
Rights Will Be Restored 


if They Become Legal. 


NEW YORK, March 13 (AP)— 
New York’s 14 daily newspapers 
assured their 2500 printers today 
the closed shop and “other his- 
toric rights” now barred by law 
would be restored to future work 
contracts should they become legal 
again. 

The offer was posted on bulle- 
tin boards in the composing rooms 
of all 14 papers. It was made, 
said William Mapel, vice ehair- 
man of the Publishers’ Association 
of New York City, “to dispel once 
and for all charges that the pub- 
lishers are ‘out to bust the 
union,’ ” 

The “union-busting” charges 
were made by the printers’ AFL 
International Typographical Union 
after the newspapers filed unfair 
labor practice charges with the 
National Labor Relations Board. 
The union was accused of refus- 
ing to bargain for a legal con- 
tract. 

The contract between the 
union’s local and the newspapers 
expires March 31. Mapel has de- 
clared that the publishers are 
faced with a strike after that date 
because, under the Taft-Hartley 
law, they are not permitted to 
sign a new pact for a closed shop. 
The union, the publishers charge, 
insists on a closed shop. 

The newspapers’ counter-offer 
specifies that the closed shop and 
other rights would be restored au- 
tomatically “if the highest court 
or the Congress were to repeal, 
amend or rule unconstitutional 
pertinent provisions of the Taft- 
Hartley law.” 

The same proposal has been 
made to stereotypers, pressmen 
and mailers, who are represented 
by other unions, Mapel said. 
“The proposal we have offered 
the printers and the three other 
unions proves that we have acted 
in good faith and strictly within 
the law,” he said, 

The newspapers previously had 
announced that in the event of a 
strike they intended to continue 


typewritten copy as a means of 
by-passing the composing rooms. 
That method now is being used 
by Chicago newspapers currently 
involved in a work stoppage of 
LT.U. printers. 


Final Oral Arguments in Taft- 
Hartley Case. 

INDIANAPOLIS, March 13 (AP) 
—One of the first courtroom fights 
under the Taft-Hartley act ends 
today—the 1l-day hearing of the 
injunction cast against the AFL 
International Typographical Union. 
All the evidence is in. United 
States District Judge Luther M. 
Swygert was ready to hear the 
final oral arguments from these 
opposing lawyers: Winthrop Johns 
and David P. Findling, represent- 
ing the general counsel of the Na- 
tional Labor Relations Board; Ger- 
hard Van Arkel, representing the 
union, 

ITU President Woodruff Ran- 
dolph was the final witness. He 
was questioned yesterday by both 
Johns and Judge Swygert. 

The government has accused 
Randolph and the union’s other 
national officers of trying, in ille> 
gal ways, to cause newspaper pub- 
lishers to continue a closed shop 
condition under which only ITU 
printers work in the shops. 
Swygert is asked to stop this by 
issuing a temporary injunction. 
Yesterday he indicated he wouldn't 
rule on the question right away, 
but would give the lawyers time to 
prepare final written statements. 
Swygert, in questioning Ran- 
dolph, said that under the Taft- 
Hartley act an emvloyer must not 
discriminate against non-union 


men in hiring and that a union

his dispute with soft-coal mine 
operators over the miners’ welfare 
and retirement fund. 
He spoke again in delphic 
phrases in a letter to his 400,000 
soft-coal Miners and to reporters 


whom he met at a press confer- 
ence. The initiated concluded he 
was conditioning the public for a 
coal strike, Lewis dismissed a 
question about a possible strike 
as “hypothetical.” 

“Of course,” he rumbled, “you 
understand what our contract 
says.” 

He reached for it ee the 
papers on his desk and began 
reading: ! 

“* |. . This agreement shall 
cover the employment... . during 
such time as such persons are 
able and willing to work.’ 

“How Long?” They Ask, 

“Well, they have been ‘able and 
willing’ to work for eight long 
months and now they are asking, 
through me? ‘How long?’” 

Lewis told his miners in the let- 
ter: “Your ears will soon be as- 
sailed by their (the operators’) 
outcries and wails of anguish.” 

He was asked whether the wails 


lof anguish would be because the 


mines were shut down, and he 
parried this by telling the reporter 
he probably knew better than 
Lewis how mine operators wail. 

Another question was whether 
Lewis’s letter, reviewing the stale- 
mate that has developed over the 
welfare and _ retirement fund, 
would affect the willingness of 
his miners to work. 

“Who can answer?” he replied. 
“That is a question for each in- 
dividual to decide for himself—so 
Taft said.” 

Puts Case to People. 

Lewis said he was now present- 
ing his case to the people because 
he wanted them to understand 
that the mine operators had dis- 
honored the contract they signed 
last July 7. 

“T hope,” he said, “that the 
American people will at least de- 
cide that the mine workers are 
entitled to the execution of the 
bond. Seng 

“We have the bond,” he went on, 
waving it in his/left hand. “Now 
we want the usé of the ducats.” 

The dispute, as the Post-Dispatch 
has told, has to do with the use to 
be made of the welfare and retire- 
ment fund being accumulated un- 
der the contract through a royalty 
of 10 cents on each ton of coal 
mined. The fund contained $29,- 
494.032 on March 6, Lewis dis- 
closed, 

The money is lying idle in banks 
because Lewis, as one of the 
trustees, and Ezra van Horn, trus- 
tee for the operators, have been 
unable to agree on a pension plan. 
The third trustee, Thomas E. Mur- 
ray of New York, representing the 
public, resigned some weeks ago 
because of the stalemate, and has 
not been replaced. 


Lewis’s Demand, 

Lewis is demanding pensions of 
$100 a month for miners who re- 
tire at the age of 60 after 20 years 
in the mines. The operators have 
objected that this would require a 
royalty of as much as 40 cents a 
ton, but, Lewis said, have made no 
counter proposal, 7 

Lewis dismissed this éontention 
of the operators as of no conse- 
quence. Experts in the Social Se- 
curity Administration have fig- 
ured that this proposed pension 
plan would require no more than 
$10,000,000 or $15,000,000 in the first

Kinnon reaching an agreement 
with the CIO American News- 
paper Guild, which represents ed- 
itorial employes of the paper, the 
publisher said, 

If no agreement ta reached, 
Field said, it would cease publica- 
tion March 26. He declined to 
disclose the sale price, Field also 
publishes the Chicago Sun-Times. 

The transaction first was dis , 
closed last night by Thomas J, 
Murphy, executive vice president 
of the New York City local of the 
Guild. a 

David Karr, Washington news- 
paperman, said McKinnon left’ 
Washington by air for San Diego 
this morning. Karr disclosed that 
he had negotiated™the proposed 
purchase of the newspaper by Me- 
Kinnon. Karr will take one of 
the executive positions on PM if 
the sale is concluded, he said. He 
is at present associated with Drew 
Pearson, columnist and radio com- 
mentator. 

Under the new direction, Karr 
said, “editorial policies of the 
paper will remain liberal, but not 
leftist. News and editorial colk- 
umns will be separated.” 

PM’s 170 employes represented 
by the ANG were notified yester- 
dday that their employment was 
being terminated as of March 26, 
The notices added: 

“The proposed new owner and 
publisher of PM has made a pro- 
posal for your future employment 
to, your Guild representatives, 
who already have communicated 
it or will communicate it to 
you.” 

Proposes Trial Period. 

Murphy said McKinnon pro- 
posed that he resume publication 
on March 28 for a three-month 
trial period. One of the conditions 
of his proposal was that during 
that period, any employe could be 
dismissed without recourse to 
grievance machinery. 

Murphy said McKinnon left the 
city after making the proposal, 
saying he would return Monday 
to get the Guild’s answer. The 
PM Guild unit will meet Mon 
morning to consider the pro 
‘ Murphy said employes will re 
ceive severance pay as of March 
26. Negotiations have been under 
way to replace the Guild contract 
that expired Feb, 28. McKinnon 
would continue most of its terms. 

Paper Founded in 

Field, who inherited a cago 
department store fortune, was one 
of the founders of PM in 1940, and 
became sole owner in 1942. Under 
Editor Ralph Ingersoll, the paper 
strongly supported the New Deal.

Asked About $1000 Check. 


During the Government investi- 
gation, Burger was asked about 
a $1000 check received in 1942 
from an employe. The $1000, he 
explained, was in repayment of a 
loan that he and his wife made to 
the employe, the year before. 

Burger said the investigation of 
his income tax returns began in 
1946 after his 1941 returns had 
been audited. Most of ‘the com- 
panies in which, he and his wife 
,claimed partnership were begun 
in 1941. 

“When the matter of partner- 
ship was brought up, and we 
claimed the right to file on that 
basis, the Internal Revenue men 
began looking into the 1942, 1943 
and 1944 returns,” he explained. 

He said the revenue depart- 
ment claimed his income for 1941 
was $147,756. He paid taxes on 
$63,740, he said. Taxes -on the 
balance of the income — $82,016, 
which is the difference between 
$63,740 and $145,756—were paid, 
he said, by his wife and his 
daughter, under the trust. 

“One. of the revenue agents,” he 
said, “suggested that I file a tax 
return on the basis of a salary 
of $150,000 instead of filing a 
return On a partnership basis, I 
refused to do this, because I 
don’t. think any man is worth that 
much in one year to a business.” 

In reference to taxes already 
paid for the four years in ques- 
tion, Burger said he “didn’t know 
how much had been paid. But 
don’t worrv,” he said, “it’s quite 
a lot, running up into several hun- 
dred thousand dollars. You must 
remember, we have $2,500,000 to 
$3,000,000 invested in these busi- 
nesses.” 


He said he did not know wheth- 
er the subcommittee’s investiga- 
tion referred to him, .but he did 
stress the point that there was 
no fraud in the case. 


“If there were any fraud in my 
dealings with the Government,” he 
said, “don't you think I would be

A Physician 
-On Functions 
_ Of Kidneys 


By C. A. Dean, M. D. 


OST people accept the thesis 
MM inet the kidney is an impor- 

tant organ of the body and 
any of its diseases are usually se- 
rious. Most of them do not know 
what the kidney is supposed to do 
for the body, however. 

In general, the work which the 
kidney performs may be divided 
into four groups: It eliminates 
from the body waste water or wa- 
ter in excess of what the tissues 
require; it eliminates excess salts 
of all kinds (the failure of this 
single function can rapidly result 
in death); the kidney é¢liminates 
wastes other -than salts, such as 
nitrogen compounds; the fourth 
function is to assist in the acid 
and alkali balance of the body. 

It is obvious how complicated 
these processes are, and some idea 
may be gained as to what a prob- 
lem kidney diseases are to the 
doctor by studying these four 
functions alone. 

Question: “Could diseased ton- 
sils cause fatigue, difficult breath- 
ink, and pains around the heart?” 

Answer: It is possible for in- 
fected tonsils to cause many 
symptoms, The most common of 
these are the respiratory ailments 
such as colds, coughs, sinus trou- 
ble, etc. Frequent trouble with the 
tonsils occurring over a long pe- 
riod of time may result. in a se- 
rious type of organic heart dis- 
ease. Rheumatic pains in the mus- 
cles and jointe may result from 
infected tonsils. Various studies 
can usually determine the cause 
of these symptoms. » 

I would suggest the following 
things. If the heart has been 
studied clinically including an 
electrocardiogram (an electrical 
tracing of the heart) and has been 
said to be negative, then it is 
probably, not the cause of the 
symptoms. It is relatively easy to 
tell if the tonsils are diseased and 
they should be checked for the 
presence of any infection. (They 
may be guilty). 

The chest should be studied (in- 
cludi X-ray). Quite often the 
symptoms described in the ques- 
tion result from infection in the 
lungs. It is strange how often 
symptoms of a lung infection 
such as tuberculosis are attrib- 
utéd to some other disease. The 
early symptoms of T.B. may only 
be fatigue and some difficulty in 
breathing. The examination of 
the lungs is most important of all 
and is not complete without an 


X-ray. Today, most state health‘ 


departments operate chest clinics 


-where this examination may be 


obtained free or for a nominal 


fee.

| late cake your ideal? One of 

my former assistants has been 
asked for such a recipe 80 many 
times that now she aiways tells 
her inquirers about one of her 
home economics instructors who 
also had such requests. This in- 
atructor would ask “just why do 
you want a red cake?” And to 
her knowledge, she never received 
a very satisfactory answer, It 
was her personal opinion that an 
excess of soda had to be used to 
produce the desired red, and that 


kind of cake never had as pleas- . 


ing flavor as a\ browner chocolate 
cake that contained no soda, 

Numerous bakings and taste- 
tests in her laboratory continual- 
ly substantiated her opinion. Cake 
made by the following recipe 
would have pleased this instruc- 
tér immensely. 

If your family is one that is 
more pleased by the sight than 
by the taste, then add a little red 
vegetable coloring to the batter 
and everyone will be pleased. 
While the recipe is written up as 
a quick-mix cake to be stirred up 
with an electric mixer, you can 
make the cake by the old conven- 
tionel hand method and it will be 
just as good. And once you try 
this icing, your other favorite 
butter icing recipe may be pushed 


to the back of the file. It’s fluffy, 


creamy and stays that way. ‘ 

Make frosting while cake bakeg 
so that all the soled utensils can 
be cleaned up at one time, Let- 
ting the icing stand in the small 
mixer bowl while the cake cools 
never alters its consistency. It 
will spread ‘in fluffy, deep swirls. 
You can use butter or margarine, 
but this is not necessary. Veg- 
etable shortening will also make 
delicious icing. And two squares 
melted chocolate can be used in 
place of the cocoa, but it seems 
easier for a lot of cooks to use 
the cocoa. 

Sweet Milk Chocolate Cake. 
(Quick-Mix.) ~ 

Two cups cake fidur, two tea- 
spoons baking powder, one and 
one-half cups sugar, one-half tea- 
spoon salt, one-half cup shorten- 
ing (room temperature), two eggs, 
one teaspoon vanilla, one cup 
sweet milk, two squares (two 
ounces), unsweetened chocolate 
(melted and cooled). 

One-third cup cocoa May be sub- 
stituted for the chocolate in which 
case the cocoa should be sifted 
with the dry ingredients, 

Sift flour, mensure and resift 
three times with the baking pow- 
der, sugar and salt. Sift the last 
time into the large mixer. bowl. 
Add shortening, eggs, vanilla and 
one-half of the milk. Stir with 
a spoon to blend. Beat with an 
electric mixer, using medium low 
speed, or by hand with a spoon 
for two minutes by the clock. 
Scrape sides and bottom of the 
bowl twice during beating, oO 
not count time when beaters are 
stopped for scraping.) ,Add the 
remaining milk and the chocolate 
and beat for two more minutes. 
Scrape sides and bottom twice 
during mixing. Pour into two 
eight-inch layer pans, which have 
either been greased on the bottom 
or have the bottoms lined with 
wax paper. Bake at 350 degrees 
F. (Moderate) for 20 to 26 minutes 
or until cake testa done. Cool five 
minutes before removing from 
pan. Turn out on cake coolers to 
cool thoroughly. Frost with fluffy 
pastry frosting.

Czechoslovakia must regret his 
sudden, tragic death. He had a 
great heritage and had many 
friends throughout the world. He 
lacked the strength of his father, 
but he acted according to his be- 
liefs, I am sure. 

I have seen him speak and vote 
in the United Nations when I felt 
that quite obviously he was ex- 
pressing what he felt was the wis- 
est attitude, under the circum- 
stances, for his country’s repre- 
sentative to take, though not al- 
ways what he himself would have 
liked to stand for. That was sad 
but understandable, 

I remember hearing before the 
end of the war that President 
Eduard Benes felt his country's 
future lay in conciliation of Rus- 
sia and in joint economic inter- 
ests.
